Session 


By its action in tabling bills call- 
ing for tax reform, late Wednesday 
afternoon, the general assembly of 
1923 answered, at the eleventh hour 


the question which has been asked | 


most insistently by the entire state 
ever since it met. 

The most pressing problem before 
this session, if was generally admit- 
ted, was to pass some kind of con- 
stitutional amendment bill to create 
a new system of taxation for the 
state in order to permit repeal of the 
tax equalizatiqg; law. Early in the 
session the house passed a repeal law 
which was introduced by Stovall, of 
Elbert, and stood on the calendar as: 
house bil] number one, but when it 
reached the senate, it was held in com- 
mittee and no action taken. 

The house committee on constitu- 
tional amendments has held hearings 
on. the tax reform question through a 
larger part of the session, considering 


Tattnall; Bussey, of Crisp, and many 
others, 
Income Tax Bill. 

The senate passed.a bill, by Sena- 
tor Lankford, providing for an. in- 
come tax and a reduction in the ad 
valorem, with the provision that the 
amount paid in ad valorem might be 
deducted+by the tax payer from his 
income tax payments. 

The house, howeverm never began 
consideration of any of these meas- 
ures on the floor until Tuesday of 
this week, with the final result, as 
stated, tha® all were tabled Wednes- 
day, necessifating an extra session 
which the governor will call. 

Other important measures before 
the house this year included a_ bill 
calling for biennial sessions. This 
was passed by the house, but left in 
committee in the senate. 

The general tax bill, as passed by 
thy house, containtd additions from 
the 1921 act which would have in- 
rreased the state’s revenues by $2.- 
000,000, its proponents claimed, but 
this bill was tabled in the senate, 
therefore placing the state back under 
the act of 1921 for its special and 
occupation tax revenues. 

Two Revenue Measures. 

Two important new tax measures 
were passed and signed by the gover- 
nor. Both of these were house bills 
Mann, of Glynn, was the author of 
one, which increases the tax on gaso- 
line from one to three cents per zal- 
lon, and provides that for the first 
five years it shall be divided in three 
parts, one-third to retire the rental 
warrants on the W. & A. railroad, one- 
third to the state highway depart- 
ment, and one-third to the different 
counties on a basis of post road mile- 
age. 

After the fifth year the state high- 
wav department will get two-thirds 
and the counties one-third. 

The other revenue measure by Mill- 
ner, of Dodge, provides a ten per cent 
tax on all cigars and cigarettes sold 
at retail. 


State Revenue Department. 


An important measure which failed 
to pass was a bill by Ennis, of Bald- 
Wi yvide a revenue de- 
partment,:to enforce the payment of 
large amounts of special taxes which, 
it is stated, the state is not now get- 
ting. It was clri:med that this de- 
partment could Lave increased the 
state’s revenue by $2,000,000 per year. 

The general tax bill.gas passed by 
the house, contuined . clause putting 
a tax of $2,500 on grand opera in 
cities over 200,000 population, and 
$1.000 on cities below that size. he 
failure of the bill to pass the senate 
does not affect this -:tax, since the 
Same clause was in the act of 1921, 

The bill to allow the city of Atlanta 
to build viaducts over the tracks of 
the state owned railway at Pryor 
street and Central avenue was passed 
by the house, but carried over to the 
next session by the senate. 

Atlanta was given an additional 
judge for the super‘vur court under one 
bill passed by both houses, 


Urges Repeal. 


Repeal of the tas equalization law} $ 


and enactment of a new system of 
taxation was called to the attention 
of the assembly in the inaugural ad- 
dress of Governor Walker. 

“The ad valorem system as now 
administered has broken down in 
Georgia as it has broken down in 
every other state,” said the executive. 
‘The general property tax is recog- 
nized as a failure by practically every 
tax report for a number of reasons 
upon which there is general unanim- 
vy of opinion. I need here refer to 
only one—its failure to reach a rapid- 
ly increasing class of property, the 
intangible personal property—notes, 


accounts, mortgages, bonds and other 
credits, 


- “Whatever may be said in its fa-| 


vor, it cannot be questioned that a 
ljarge majority of the people of the 
state are opposed to the tax equali- 
zation law and it should be repealed 
because its history for the past ten 
years clearly demonstrates that. until 
repealed there will be no civie or 
political peace, harmony, or unity, 
among the people, state of mind, a 
public sentiment, so necessary to the 
constructive program of progress 
which by common impulse of the peo- 
ple seems practically assured. . The 
legislature will. of course, then 
promptly turn its attention to the 
enactment of a more satisfactory sub- 
stitute before it completes the labors 
of the year.” 
Does Not Name Favorite. 


In his first message to the assem- 
bly and in another special paper, the 
governor again urged that his program 
be carried out. He submitted the; 
tax systems in operation in other 
states for consideration. North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina, Kentucky and | 
Virginia were especially mentioned. | 

Although he called these: tax meth- | 
ods to the attention of the legislators, | 
the governor:did not designate any | 
one of them as his favorite. Iastead, | 
he urged that one of them, or a2} 
combination best suited to the needs | 
of the state be adopted. In refusing 
to poin# out one system as his favor- | 
ite, the governor stated he dij. not 
wish ‘to put himself in the role of a 
dictator and*®added he felt certain the 
lawmakers could find a solution to 
the tax problem from the systems lhe 
had ontlinea.

enforcement of the Volstead act in 
Georgia entirely upon the federal 
government, would not be passed. The 
bill was reported unfavorably by the 
house temperance committee, but in 
speaking to a point of personal priv- 
ilege Mr, Arnold, who said he had 
never tasted whisky in his life, as- 
sailed the present enforcement of the 
prohibition laws. 

The purpose of his bill, he assert- 
ed, was not to prevent enforcement 
of the laws, but to secure better en- 
forcement by placing the responsi- 
bility upon the government. State 
and federal dry agents, he charged, 
were not working in cooperation. 
Fred Dismuke, director of the federal 
agents in the state, denied the Lump- 
kin representative’s allegations. 

The senate adopted a _ resolution 
condemning the Arnold measure. Al- 
though the house committee returned 
an adverse report and the spoken sen- 
timent of the house members was 
against the bill, a resolution express- 
ing confidence in the integrity of Dr. 
Arnold and expressing appreciation 
of his sincerity. was adopted. 

Bryan Is Speaker.

Bigamist Jailed 


Despite A ppeal 
Of Girl Mother

With her 8-months-old child in her 
arms, the pretty 16-sear-old second 
wife of J. R. Smate, seif-confessed big- 
amist, pleaded for the freedom of her 
husband and the father of her child in 
recorder’s court Wednesday afternoon. 
Tears filled the blue eyes of the dis- 
illusioned girl who thought her . hus- 
band single at the time of the mar- 
riage, but with an undaunted loyalty 
she made an eloquent appeal to the 
court for the man she loves. Despite 
her-tieas, Smate was bound over un- 
der a $500 bond. 

Smate, who said he surrendered be- 
cause of the gnawing pangs of con- 
science, was on trial for his freedom 
on a charge of bigamy. The court 
room was quiet during the disclosure 
of the facts of the case. Smate told 
how the two marriages had occurred 
and declared that he was sorry, that 
he could not rest because of his con- 
science, and that he had to do some- 
thing to ease it.

WEALTH TALKS

SOMERSAULTS VERSUS SxM- 
PHONY. 

Somersaults are mighty good medi- 
eine for what ails a great many seden- 
tary, dignifiied old persons of divers 
chronological ages, but I want to 
make it clear to all those individuals 


who fancy they can roll off their fat, 
that somersaults are not exercise. The, 
as I blushingly callit, Brady Sympho- 
ny, is exercise; positively and avbso- 
jutely warranted to bring out a 
healthy sweat, not mere perspiration. 
Somersaults are a simple mechanical 
measure, a rite employed as a sort of 
fetish against the premature arrival of 
old age or a charm to retain youth. 
Somersaults are an antidote for digni- 
ty. But somersailts are not to be con- 
fused with exercise and are not a sub- 
stitute for exercise. This may be sad 
news for the stout ones, who certainly 
hate exercise, but it is the physiolog- 
ical truth. Exercise or no exercise, 
there is probably no other health habit 
whieh does cne so much good, for the 
trifling amount of time required, as 
rolling half a dozen somersaults ench 
night and morning when, ff possible, 
one has nothing on. 

Every one who is or who pretends to 
be a health expert bas his own pet 
system of exercises for home con- 
sumption by that vast class of free 
citizens who like to “doetor them- 
selves;”° as a rule these pet systems 
are not only harmless, but beneficial, 
provided one sheuld take any exercise. 

Some of the exercises are too trifling 
to deserve the name ci exercise—wost- 
ly mental. 

Now, then, having disposed of all 
other pet systems, I'i] bring on my 
own—the Brady Symphony, a group 
of about 14 stunts for daily use by 
all who do not get sufficient general 
exercise to meet the réquiremente of 
health, It takes from 10 to 20 min- 
utes ‘to go through the symphony ;

Some former champions, long out of 
the ring and trying a “comeback,"' 
have practically sold their titles to 
younger and better boxers, They’ve 
accepted the big end of purse and just 
as much of a beating as was necessary 
to get away with it. 

They haven't even taken the trouble 
to act while sitting in their corners 
afterward; the thaught of all that 
easy money made it too hard to raise 
the tears! 

The one exception to the rule was 
Jimmy Wilde, who was badly beaten 
and knocked out by Pancho Villa, 
after being knocked cold by a blow 
delivered when he had dropped his 
guard after the bell at the end of the 
second round. Wilde earned his 
money 

If Harry Wills fights Jack Demp- 
sey. the result will probably be ancth- 
er flivver. Wills was good about five 
years ago. He has gone back so far in 
the past four years that he hasn’t 
done any fighting for about a year. 
No doubt his manager thinks it foolish 
to send Wills in tc show how much he 
has deteriorated,which might spoil all 
chance to induce people to pay big 
money to see a Wills-Dempsey match 

Jack Kearns knows how little Wilis 
has left, and is agrreable to the match. 
As Kearns jis keen in the business 
end, that may acocunt, to some extent, 
for his entire wililngness by a boxing 
commission where one of the big pro- 
moters can handle it. 

Knocked Out Twice. 


Wills has been knocked out only 
twice—by Sam Langford in 1914 and 
1916, when Wills was at his best— 
and has been beaten by Sam McVey, 
Bill Tate and Battling Jim Johnson. 
He has won a lot of fights, and has 
beaten the men who beat him. But 
Wills’ record in the past two or three 
years has shown a big slump from his 
early form. 

Wills is becoming muscle-bound or 
is showing his age. He used to box. 
Of late he has only roughed and wres- 
tled and punched in clinches, where 
his bulk and the strength gained in 
ee aS a longshoreman helped

His early speed has disappeared. 
His “fights” with Buddy Jackson and 
with Tut Jackson and Clem Johnson, 
in New York last year, were merely 
exhibitions of holding and hitting in 
clinches, with little boxing. 

Wills stamped on the floor, made 
ferocious grimaces to terirfy his man, 
missed and floundered at long range 
and combined holding and hitting 
when he couldn’t do anything else. 
Clem Johnson, who was tough and 
game, and knew nothing at all about 
boxing, stayed 12 rounds. 

Wills’ exhibition in 
round with Clem Johnson may 
made Rickard drop out as a bidder for 
Wills’ future services At any rate.

“I charged that the board of edu- 
cation has been recklessly extravagant 
and has mismanaged the expenditure 
of the bond money,” he asserted. ‘It 
should have built the high schools, or 
held back enough money ,to have built 
them, and then put the balance into 
grammar schools.” 

Not to Assume Blame. 

While refusing to take any official 

stand in the building controversy at 


this time, ‘individual members of the 


bond commission in eonversation after 
the meeting made it apparent that 
they hive no intention of assuming 
one iota of blame for the failure to 
build the Girls’ High school, 

“We are not going to put ourselves 
in the position of offering a- defense 
before we are attacked,’ Lee Ashcraft 
asserted, “but we have acted in g 
faith on the showing presented in black 


and white by the school board, and if | 


necessary, we can show that we have 
done our duty as bond commis- 
sioners.”’ 

Considerable interest attached to the 
expected return to the city today of 
Willis A. Sutton, superintendent of 
schools, who has been in California 
all summer, attending the University 
of California summer school, the Na- 
tional Education association conven- 
tion, and the world conference on edu- 
cation.

Takes Mayor to Task. 

Mrs. Peterson took the mayor se- 
verely to task Visenertay for part 
in mapping out the  buildi 
gram and defended thé board against 
charges of extravagance. 

“The present board is in no wise 
responsibie for the school program,” 
snid Mrs. Peterson. “We went on the 
beard in January of this year with 
our hands tied so far as the building 
program was concerned. All of the 
grammar schools to be erected were 
in” process of construction, One of 
the jurfior high schools was already 
being built. Of the other two. plans 
for the West junior high had been 
drawn and accepted,.bids had been, ad- 
vertised for, and: had been openecP on 
December 8, 1922, Plans for the last 
junior high, only 4 are being built, 
bad been drawn and accepted and bids 
had been advertised for. 

‘It sheuld be borne in mind that 
every action taken by the board of 
education involving the bond money 
must have the approval of the bond 
commission, of city council. and of 
the mayor. The abolishment of the 
building program then under way 
would have had to have the approval 
of all three bodies and of the mayor 
Had we attempted such a thing, we 
would have been branded as obstrue- 
tionists and justly so. 

“It is a matter of public knowledge 
that Mr. Sims, while a member of the 
board in 1921, did not oppose the 
construction of junior highs, nor did 


he oppose the school program, but 94, 


a matter of fact, was a member o 
the eommittee recommending — the 
adoption of the junior highs, anid 
throughout his term as a member of 
the board of education and later as 
a member of city council, he support- 
ed the school building program as out: | 
lined, 
. Increases Necessary. 

“As to the charge that the board 
has been extravagant in handling the 
revenue of the board. this is a grossly 
unjust statement. It is true that a 
large percentage of. the revenue goes 
for salaries. In fact. after paving the 
teachers and principals’ salaries, only 
a small percentage is left with which 
to operate the schools, but I wish to 
eall attention to the fact that it was 
a long hard fight to get the teachers’ 
salaries on a livable. basis. The pres- 
ent board has not made increases ex- 
cept where promotions were made or 
principals’ .salaries increased because 
of double sessions, or. because of ad- 
ditional work placed on some particu- 
lar person. At the present time, 
teachers’ salaries in the grammar 
schools range from $88.00 to $128 00 
per month. 

“Our payrolls are larger, of course. 
but we have some eighteen thousand 
more children in the Atlanta schools 
than we had two years ago. 

“Instead of increasing the cost of 
operating, the actual cost. per pupil 
was decreased for the period begin- 
ning January 1, 1923, and ending in 
June, 1923, to $43 per pupil: the 
same period of 1922 showed a cost of 
$46 a pupil. 

“It is to be regretted that the con- 
dition concernigg the senior high 
schools exists, but the present board 
is certainly not responsible for that 
condition. Mr. Sims, and all other 
members of the 1921 board and of 
the 1922 board knew that the building 
program was laid out with the idea 
to go as far as the money would per- 
mit, and then to ask the people for an 
additional bond issue. Neither the 
present board of education nor the 
former board. is responsible for the de- 
lay in the selection of the girls’ high 
school site. .A number of sites were 
approved by the board of education, 
only to be turned down by either the 
bond commission or city council. Had 
the building program as.a whole been 
delayed pending the selection of a site 
for the girls’ high school, hundreds of 
children in th® Atlanta schools could 
not have been housed at the opening 
of school in September.” 

Statement By Mayor. 

Mayor Sims denied that. the board 

of éducation, of- which he was a mem- 
her, had anything to do with expend- 
ing bond money or contracting for its 
expenditure, 
- “What wag done. in 1921, hefdre 
the bonds were even voted. could not 
have affected the manner of expendi- 
ture of the money by this boaml,” he 
asserted. . 

“I did vote to have a survey made 
. the eng needs hut I had nothing 
to do with bringing a couple of ex- 
perts here from Columbia university 
to make it, when, there are equally 
competent people here who know more 
about Atlanta’s needs than outsiders 
could know,” he said. 

“T renew my charge that the build- 
ing prozvram waz begun at the wrong 
end and has been too extravagant and 
that I am powerless under the Jaw 
to vrevent it. 

“Why didn’s the present board hold 
hack enough money to huild two 
white hich schools? The bonrd mem- 
bers. told city council and the board: 
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their pledge? 

“Where is the money coming from? 

“What has become of the money 
they thought they had last spring 
when this promise was made? 

“These are the questions the peo- 
ple want answered.’

When is 2 woman a woman, and when, more correctly speaking, 
is she a lady?

is contained in the press reports to/| 


the morning newspapers’ that the 
Coolidge administration will make a 
ready response to any appeal Pi 
America for assistance’in settling the 
prolonged reparations struggle. 

On the whole the comment on 
Great Britain’s latest move’ to obtain 
a final and definite settlement with 
Germany has been satisfactory, ac- 
cording to foreign office officials. 

The Italian reaction is distinctly 
favorable and the neutral countries 
are ‘desirous of supporting any 
scheme which appears likely to restore 
normal economic conditions on the 
continent. 

Even from France, according to the 
British government's spokesmen, there 
is influential opinion that the British 
proposals seem to offer ‘a basis for 
discussion and not to ec for sum- 
mary rejection. 

According to the British viewpoint 
the French hysteria’ of anger and 
disappointment upon receipt of the 
British note was based on the belief of 
several years’ standing that nothing 
good in the way of a reparation set- 
tlement could possibly come out of 
England. 

A closer study by some writers 
who are considered in close touch 
with authoritative quarters in Paris 
is held to disclose that there is a 
possibility of an agreement with 
Great Britain.. It was indicated in 
Downing street this morning that 
everything possible would be done to 
strengthen this favorable trend in 
Paris opinion.

Fatalities Reach 
100 in Wyoming 
Mine Explosion 


Kemmerer, Wyo., August 15.— 
Kemmerer resigned itself to its grief 
Wednesday night, the last hope gone 
of wives, sweethearts and sisters chat 
their men might not be among the 
scores of charred bodies brought from 
the explosion-torn mine No. 1 of the 
Kemmerer Coal company. 

Exactly 100 men perished jn. the 
explosion early Tuesday, the final 
checkup of mine officials shows. All 
but three bodies have been found and 
the search goes on for these. 

As the bodies lay in silent morgues, 
representatives of the greatest tragedy 
ever visited upon this little mining 
town of 2,000 souls, the survivors 
planned in the heavy pall of sadness 
to bury their dead. 

Efforts of.relief organizations to 
assist in caring for the bereaved and 
homeless were steadfastly thwarted 
by word from the citizens of Kem- 
merer that they had sufficient money 
with which to bury the victims and 
to care for their jiving dependents. 

As the first hour of grief pass- 
ed, eyes were dried of their tears and 
the little town again faced the fu- 
ture. The crowd. of mourning. rela- 
tives which Tuesdsy night plunged 
through the cordon of guards seeking 
to identify the dead, prepared Wednes- 
day night for a community burial, at 
which all the charred bodies will be 
laid at rest in a common grave. 

Heroic: Sacrifices Made. 

During the day came mute and 
speken evidence of heroic sacrifices 
madé by some of these men deep un- 
derground, in which some: gave_ up 
their lives by going out 4nto the un- 
known spaces of the shaft following 
the explosion, to protect comrades 
awaiting in safety the results of their 
explorations. 

Many who ¢ame out alive from the 
death trap attributed their safe re- 
turn from the shaft to such sacrifi- 
cial trips from zones of safety by 
those secking a safe exit from the 
shaft. 

One man. for example, leaving. 2 
small group of his fellow workmen in 
a “room,” ventured into ‘the main 
shaft to test the air. His incinerated 
companions, remaining until resened 
body now lies in the morgue. His 
beeause he failed to return, are now 
safe among the living. 

The accident may never be explain- 
ed in full, although offieials are in- 
vestigating in an attempt to deter- 
mine the exact cause. 


GEN. WOOD. DEFENDED 
BY W. CAMERON FORBES 


Williamston, Mass., August 15.— 
W. Cameron Forbes. former governor 
general of the Philippines, defended 
the administration of Governor Gen- 
eral Wood in an address at the Insti 
tute of Politics today and said that 
the time had not come for Philippine 
independence. General Wood, he 
said, was the type of man who would 
be expected to live up to the legal 
requirements of his office. 

Mr. Forbes said that the Philippines 
had made much progress in govern- 
ment but that until the islands had 
accumulated wealth and had devel- 
oped so that they could maintain 
their nationality it would be desirable 
and futile to give them independence.
